ALCALA PARK — Five diocesan 
parishes will receive new pastors this 
summer, the Southern Cross has learned.

e Father Gary Sanders, OSA, who 
was appointed pastor of St. Patrick’s. 

Father Roger Lechner, pastor at St. 
Stephen’s since 1981, was appointed 
pastor of Resurrection Church in 
Escondido. 

Father Lechner said he was surprised to 
hear of his transfer, but is looking forward 
to moving to Resurrection. 

He will succeed Father Laurence 
Dolan, who will be entering the 
Franciscan order. 

‘I’m going happily because I know 
I’m going to do God’s work,”’’ he said. He 
plans to meet with Resurrection staff soon 
to learn about parish programs. 

“T’m going to listen. I will not make 
any major changes,’’ Father Lechner 
said.

ALCALA PARK — Since Art Casey 
has stepped up his peace movement 
strategies, his environment has been 
colored with contrast and contradictions. 

The longtime member of Christ the 
King Church and its Desert Peace 
Witness said he is accustomed to 
community-building liturgies celebrated 
there. Last September Father Robert 
Fambrini, pastor, commissioned him as a 
permanent peace witness for the Nevada 
nuclear test site. 

On Oct. 4, the feast of St. Francis of 
Assisi, Desert’ Peace Witness members 
drove Casey to a location near the test site 
where he has camped since then. 

During the. Easter Triduum he was 
serving a 24-day sentence in jail for 
trespassing onto the test site three times. 
The last violation was in February. 

Although he anticipated the sentence, 
he said, ‘‘You’re never prepared to be in 
jail. It turned everything gray .... “It was 
like living in a fog.’’ He said he felt “‘less 
than alive’’ in the Tonopah, Nev. facility, 
describing the 6-by-7-foot cell as ‘‘a steel 
cage and a dungeon.”’ 

Rules prevented him from receiving a 
telephone call on Easter Sunday from a 
friend in San Diego. Casey said he was 
conscious of each day of the Triduum, but 
“could not connect with the power of 
Holy Week and Easter.”’ 

However, the Tonopah jail was an 
improvement over the one in Beatty, 
Nev., where he served the first 36 hours 
of his sentence. Here he felt anger toward 
the deputies who he said treated the 
inmates in a demeaning manner. ““They 
announced meals as feeding times’’ and 
refused the inmates’ requests for shower 
facilities and reading and writing 
materials, he said. 

Casey obeyed an order to wash a 
deputy’s car in order to get out of his cell. 
He said that Bill Phipps, another Christ 
the King parishioner jailed for practicing 
civil disobedience at the test site, had 
refused to comply and was placed in 
solitary confinement. 

The 59-year-old inmate was released 
April 30. He said his legs were weak from 
lack of exercise during the confinement. 
He returned to San Diego for three weeks 
to recover from the experience. 

What was gained from the ordeal? 
“It’s part of civil disobedience I practice 
as an act of faith,’’ he said. ‘‘Serving time 
makes a statement to a larger audience. It 
symbolizes laying down your life for a 
cause.”’ 

Casey believes strongly the 
government, not the trespasser, is the 
lawbreaker. ‘“The U.S. government is 
engaged in criminal acts of horrendous 
magnitude,’’ he said. ‘‘Every bomb 
exploded moves the earth closer to 
complete death.”’

was again present to Casey. Over 200 
representatives of Pax Christi USA and 
the Nevada Desert Experience had 
gathered for a Mass concelebrated by 
Auxiliary Bishop Thomas Gumbleton of 
Detroit and retired Bishop Charles 
Buswell of Pueblo, Colo. 

Eight members of the San Diego Desert 
Peace Witness, which is affiliated with 
Pax Christi, joined’ Casey for the 
demonstration. 

It marked the fourth anniversary of the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter, ‘“The 
Challenge of Peace: God’s Promise and 
Our Response.”’ 

After the liturgy, the bishops led nearly 
100 demonstrators across the police line. 
They were given citations for trespassing, 
with arraignment scheduled for June. 
Organizers said they expected charges to 


be dropped. 

Casey recalled part of Sister Mary Jo 
Leddy’s reflection before the liturgy: 
‘Death is part of life. We learn to accept 
it and believe it is a transformation to a 
better life.’’ 

The desert-dweller said he is 
surrounded by symbols of life and death 
near the test site. 

He considers the desert “‘lively, 
fascinating and dynamic,’’ as shadows 
creep across the mountains in ever- 
changing patterns. The area abounds 
with plant life. Ravens and rabbits are 
often in view. Watching the “‘movement 
of the constellations is a complete 
revelation’’ to him. 

He contrasted the peace of the desert 
with the ‘‘industriousness in the town of 
Mercury’? where nuclear bombs are

exploded nearby. ‘‘Its only purpose is to 
manufacture death.’’ The demonstrator 
labeled most of the employees as 
“zombies, unaware of being alive and of 
my presence on the road.”’ 


Daily schedule 


On weekdays Casey rises at dawn for a 
typical granola-bar-and-water breakfast. 
He leaves his nylon tent at 5:30 a.m. fora 
20-minute trek to the test site. 

For two hours, he stands by a fence 
near the freeway as workers drive to the 
site. He holds a banner decorated with 
symbols of the sun, cross and dove. Some 
workers honk and wave; others respond 
negatively, he said. 

Casey’s 20-year occupation in military 
electronics did not influence his present 
activity. “‘I do not live in the past,’’ he 
said. 

At the conclusion of his vigil, he heads 
back to the camp for more nourishment 
— granola cereal, raisins and a powdered 
milk drink. The rest of the day usually 
finds him reading, writing and hiking. 

He calls himself ‘‘a city person out of 
his element as a highway camper.’’ His 
conveniences include a propane stove for 
heating food and a_ battery-operated 
reading light. He does ‘‘solar laundry’’ 
— hanging his clothes and sleeping bag 
outdoors. 

Casey said his tent offers little 
protection from strong winds, the most 
challenging part of the desert experience. 

The camper has no access to sanitation 
facilities. He receives gallon jugs of water 
from members of two peace movements 
in Las Vegas, Nev., the American Peace 
Test (APT) and the Nevada Desert 
Experience 

This city offered. an escape from below- 
freezing temperatures in January. He 
spent several days in housing operated by 
the Franciscan order. 

APT members drive him to Las Vegas 
every 12 days to shower and do his 
laundry. He attends Mass at St. James 
Church, which he called a counterpart of 
Christ the King Church. 

He visits the Catholic Worker house in 
Las Vegas, which shelters a few homeless 
people. Here he experiences a sense of 
community that meets his ‘‘minimal 
needs for social interaction.” 

Casey finds ‘‘isolation the primary 
sacrifice’ of his vigil. ‘“A week without 
speaking to another human being is a 
trying experience,’’ he said. 

His hopes that other peace 
representatives would also camp nearby 
proved false. He also hoped that some 
participants in the Mother’s Day Action 
May 10-17 would remain after their 
demonstration. 

Casey feels the support of his family 
and friends and members of Christ the 
King community where “‘spiritual power 
is generated.’’ Despite the 400 miles that 
separate him from other members of the 
Desert Peace Witness in San Diego, he 
said he feels united with them in his test 
site vigils. 
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Reader reacts 
to the Medi-Cal 
move by hospital 


As a provider of health care, I certainly agree that 
Medi-Cal payments are pitifully low. As always, 
throughout history, the resources of the poor are not 
adequate to meet even their most basic needs. Is this 
news? Isn’t that what ‘‘poor’’ means? 

The news is that our Catholic hospital is opting to bea 
provider of ‘‘Cadillac care’’ in an age when the chasm 
separating rich and poor is widening at an astounding 
rate. Nowhere is the chasm more evident or heart- 
wrenching than in the area of health care, As a Catholic 
who actively supports the church with time, money, love 
and energy, I have an 
inalienable right to have the 
mission of the church 
evidenced in ministry to 
those who are poor, sick and 


dying. 

Mercy Hospital is not simply one in a long line of 
hospitals withdrawing from Medi-Cal. Mercy is in the 
lead. Surely we can expect such a move to give other 
hospitals a basis for rationalization to also close their 
doors to the poor. 

I fear that there will not be an outcry from the public 
and that the Sisters who are responsible for the hospital 
will misunderstand the quiet and think the public accepts 
the hospital’s decision to choose profitability over the life 
and death needs of many suffering poor. 

It is not understanding or acceptance that the people of 
San Diego feel. We have simply been stunned too many 
times to now be as expressive in our outrage as we ought. 

We need a Catholic hospital in this city, a hospital that 
binds itself faithfully to the mission of the church to 
minister to the most needy. Bishop Maher should provide 
the people of San Diego with a Catholic hospital. He 
should have faith and know that there is goodness enough 
to support a Catholic hospital in this city and need enough 
to fill it.

Sometimes, dreams die a terrible death. The fortunes 
of athletic teams, presidential candidates and even 
presidents fall into that category. 

Look at the Padres. It wasn’t too long ago that we had 
dreams of winning a World Series. Maybe even a World 
Series with the Padres winning it in San Diego. Dream 
on. 
The reality this year is a team so bad that it probably 
couldn’t beat a farm team in the Seattle or Houston 
organization. Little League, maybe? We priests should 
probably sue them for using our name, “‘padres.”’ 

Then there’s Gary Hart, the great white prince of 
liberal politics. How fragile his candidacy was. He 
stumbled over the acid fact of ‘‘character.”’

What was so amusing about 
that front-page story is the contrast between now and 
1928, when the candidacy of Al Smith — a Catholic — 
made Protestant blood curdle at the thought of a pope 
even visiting the White House! 

It would be terrible if we demanded to know from every 
candidate for public office if he or she had ever committed 
adultery. But past sins and forgiven sins should be 
cloaked under reasonable and prudent privacy. 

Some dreams return to haunt us. Watching the 
congressional hearings about the contra-Iran affair is 
sickening. It brings back memories of the nightmare 
remembered as Watergate. We cannot escape the 
apparent lack of character that showed in Richard Nixon, 


and now is implied in Mr. Reagan. 

If the president knew what was going on, and 
acquiesced to the subsequent plans, ‘he.is- lying to the 
American people he disgraced by breaking the law. If he 
did not know what was going on ‘in his administration, in 
the very basement of the White House, he would seem to 
be proven inept, incapable and unworthy ‘of ‘his office. 
What a dilemma! 

But then, ask yourself, is not this the man who 
promised to do something about abortion legislation 
during both campaigns? Every year when the, marchers 
go to Washington on Jan. 22 to protest. the Supreme 
Court decision, he addresses them with soothing words 
that produce nothing. 

The cause of so many of our bad dreams is’the press, 
according to some people. What a tragic accusation that 
is! A free and vigorous press is one of the best defenses of 
our freedoms. va 

Do over-zealous journalists and editors go too far, 
sometimes, especially in searching out sex scandals, 
reporting them, and, incidentally, increasing , their 
circulation? It’s possible. We can only hope that proper 
and decent judgments will prevail. 

However, restricting our right to know by censorship is 
the worst nightmare I can imagine. Just as some men 
will commit excesses and sins, so some will report things 
not properly in the public interest. But you don’t argue 
from the abuse to the use. 

We will have to keep blundering along hoping that 
common sense and a spirit of fair play will strike the right 
balance. I hope that isn’t another simple dream.

Ascension should uplift us all 


Religion is often accused of abandoning the world, this 
world, for the sake of a world beyond. 

Critics sometimes insist that this other world does not 
even exist. That it is purely fictional, an imaginary 
compensation for an utterly miserable existence in this 
real world. For such critics the Christian feasts of the 
Resurrection and the Ascension are heaven sent. 

These two feasts confirm their worst suspicions about 
religion, in general, and Christianity in particular. 
Religion, they conclude, really is for people who cannot 
face life in this world. Above all, they cannot face 
suffer:ag and death. What better way to avoid these 
fatalities than to deny that they really exist. Resurrection 
enables people to avoid facing’ death. Ascension enables 
them to live forever in an imaginary wonder world. 

For such critics, these two feasts are essentially world- 
denying. Unfortunately, explanations offered by 
Christians often end up being almost as bad. In reality, 
though, these two feasts are essentially world¢affirming. 

To understand this, we must first recall that Jesus 
himself is world-affirming. Jesus is God’s fulfillment of all 
his promises he had made to the world (II Corinthians 
1:18-20). 

God’s promise is that the world should be, and be in 
communion with God, and be in this communion forever. 

This is the promise made to Adam and Eve, to Noah, 
to Abraham, to Moses, to David, the promise which is 
utterly fulfilled in Jesus, who says that he “‘came so that 
we might have life and have it more abundantly, to the 
full’’ (John 10:10). 

Perhaps the most often quoted verse in the Bible can be 
found in the third chapter of John: 

“God loved the world so much that he gave his only son 
so that everyone who believes in him . . . may have 
eternal life. For God sent his Son into the world, not to 


condemn the world, but so that through him the world 
might be saved.”’ 

It is in this context that we can, and must, understand 
the resurrection and ascension, first of Jesus, and then of 
us all. 

These do not deny or demean or denigrate this world. 
Rather, they profess and promote it. They certify that our 
earthly lives, already God’s gift, are not merely passing 
and fleeting blips in the vast wasteland of the finite 
cosmos. Rather, our earthly lives, like that of Jesus, are of 
infinite value. They are so important that they last 
forever. 

Thus, as one ascension preface says, ‘‘Christ has 
passed beyond our sight, not to abandon us, but to be our 
hope.”’ The older preface is even better: ‘‘In his risen self 
Jesus plainly showed himself to his disciples and was taken 
up to heaven in their sight to claim for us a share in his 
divine life.”’ 

But sharing in God’s divine life is what creation and life 
on this earth is already all about. 

It is what God has had in mind and what God has been 
doing from the very beginning. The resurrection and 
ascension are only the fulfillment of the creation, as Peter 
(II Peter 1:3-4) said long ago: ‘‘By his divine power, he 
has given us all the things that we need for life. . . he has 
given us the guarantee of something very great and 
wonderful . . . we will be able to share the ‘divine 
nature!’ ”’

EL CAJON — It started with sample bars of soap in a 
dresser drawer. It ended with a tWo-week ministry of 
sheltering homeless people at Our Lady of Grace Church. 

A string of intervening events tied the parish to area 
churches and community agencies in their outreach to 48 
men. 

When parishioner Rosemary Johnston found an 
accumulation of sample bars of soap in her San Carlos 
home, she thought first of their usefulness for camping 
trips. Then the needs of homeless people flashed in her 
mind. 

Johnston is the mother of four children, graduate 
student in practical theology at the University of San 
Diego and free-lance writer for the Southern Cross. 

She took quantities of the soap to the Volunteers of 
America E] Cajon shelter and inquired about the clients’ 
other needs. 

‘‘Men’s clothing,’’ she was told. 

That response took her back to the church for donated 
clothing. 

Johnston attended meetings of the recently formed East 
County Homeless Coalition, with representatives from 
churches, law enforcement offices and social service 
agencies. 

The coalition was trying to get homeless men off the 
street during the winter nights, said Clara Harris, social 
worker at the Heartland Human Relations Association. 

‘‘Single guys are at the bottom of the totem pole,” 
compared to women and children for whom assistance is 
more readily available, Johnston said. 

In March she expressed her interest in working with the 
coalition to Father Michael Gallagher, pastor, and to the 
parish’s St. Vincent de Paul (SVDP) Society. This 
organization, headed by Jeannette Holm, pledged its 
support, Johnston said. 

‘The biggest barrier was where to house the men in 
parish facilities already extensively used,’’ she said. 

Youth minister Bob Mueller offered the use of the 
youth room in Lauerman Hall and planned other events 
for his group. 

CCD teachers and Girl Scout leaders, who had also 
scheduled activities in the room, deferred to the new 
outreach, Johnston explained.

The parish bulletin announced the project and solicited 
donations of luggage, men’s clothing and toiletries. 


Sign-up time 

Over 100 individuals and some parish groups 
responded, the organizer said. 

Men signed up to supervise for one of the 12-hour shifts 
from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. Johnston’s husband Walt 
volunteered for one night, taking along their 11-year-old 


son.

with overnight lodging in its youth room for two

Others offered to furnish, prepare and serve a dinner. 
Some organizations provided this service: the Italian 
Catholic Federation, members of the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults, of the young married group and of 
two women’s guilds. A grocery store and bakery donated 
day-old baked goods, Johnston said. 

Services exceeded the necessities of food and shelter. 
Flo Stewart, a beautician, gave the men haircuts. A local 
movie rental business donated a video each day.

THE POPE AND MARY: 


Marian devotion is pillar of pontiff’'s ministry

VATICAN CITY — The 22-foot- 
high statue of Mary holding the baby 
Jesus dominated St. Peter’s Square 
during Pope John Paul II’s general 
audience. The 24-carat gold-leaf 
covering shone when the rays of the 
midday suh intermittently filtered 
through the clouds. 

The bronze statue was placed on the 
steps of St. Peter’s Basilica, just to the 
right of the chair where the pope was 
sitting. 

The statue was designed for a Marian 
shrine in southern Italy, and the pope 
agreed to bless it at his May 6 general 
audience, several days before its formal 
dedication in the shrine’s bell tower. 

On the same day, the Vatican 
announced that the pope had named his 
top aide, Secretary of State Cardinal 
Agostino Casaroli, as papal delegate to 
ceremonies marking the 100th 
anniversary of another Marian shrine in 


The events show how Marian 
activities are a normal part of Pope John 
Paul’s ministry. 

The first Saturday of every month, he 
leads the recitation of the rosary on 
Vatican Radio. His pontifical coat-of- 
arms carries the letter ““M’’ for Mary 
and appears over the doorways of 
Rome’s churches. His speeches to 
Catholic groups visiting the Vatican are 
filled with calls to increase Marian 
prayers and devotion. 

Papal trips abroad routinely include 
trips to Marian shrines. And if the 
nation visited has a significant Catholic 
population, he often holds a formal 


« 


ceremony dedicating the country to 
Mary. 

This year, the pope also published a 
Marian encyclical and announced a 
special 14-month Marian year to begin 
at Pentecost. During the year, people 
making pilgrimages to Marian shrines 
will be able to receive special spiritual 
benefits. 

On the eve of the Marian year, he 
plans to recite the rosary on an 
international satellite television 
transmission which will unite him to 
Marian shrines around the world. 

This strong Marian devotion has 
sometimes caused ecumenical problems 
for the pope. Some Christians interpret 
Catholic emphasis on Mary as 
overshadowing worship of Christ. 

But the pope has faced this criticism 
squarely, emphasizing a two-fold role of 
Mary: 

© As a sympathetic intercessor who 
helps individuals in their relationship 
with Christ. : 

e As the prime example of how an 
individual can. participate in divine 
salvation by willingly accepting God's 
specific call to him or her. 

The pope’s position was detailed in- 
his 114-page Marian encyclical, ‘On 
the Blessed Virgin Mary in the Life of 
the Pilgrim Church,” released in 
March. He reiterated it during his May 
visit to West Germany, where Catholic 
Marian devotion has historically been a 
sensitive issue with Protestants. 

‘‘True devotion to Mary and the 
saints cannot and must not damage the 
mediatorship of Jesus Christ,’ he told 
the German bishops. 

Devotion to Mary and the saints 
makes it ‘‘easy for us to take example 


from their lives and, heartened by them, 
to continue on our own pilgrimage,’’ he 
added. 

This devotion to Mary began well 
before the 66-year-old Polish-born 
Karol Wojtyla became Pope John Paul 
II, and even well before he began 


~ seminary studies. 


When he began his formal education 
at the age of 6 in his native town of 
Wadowice, the short walk between 
home and school took him past the 
parish church, and he would attend the 
7 a.m. Mass. In the afternoon, he would 
return to pray before an image of Our 
Lady of Perpetual Help. 

Friends of the future pope said this 
devotion helped the young boy. 


overcome personal trials such as the. 


death of his mother when he was not 
quite 9 and the death of his brother 
when he was 12. 


As a teen-ager, the future pope was 
active in the student Marian Society and 
was its president for three years. 

With this as a foundation, Marian 
devotion became a pillar of his ministry 
as priest, bishop, cardinal and pope. 

Pope John Paul soon will get a chance 
to return to the Polish roots of his 
Marian devotion. He plans to visit 
Poland June 8-14. The visit includes an 
overnight stop at the Jasna Gora 
monastery. 


Since the 14th century, the monastery 
has housed the Marian shrine of Our 
Lady of Czestochowa, the famous 
‘Black Madonna’’ which is Poland’s 
patronness. The name ‘‘Black 
Madonna’’ comes from the centuries- 
old wooden icon of Mary which has 
been darkened by age.

From May 4 to 18, the church fed and sheltered an 
average of 12 men. The parish hall provided shower 
facilities. 

Parishioners and guests socialized like longtime friends 
in an environment that resembled a combination cafeteria 
and dormitory. Loaned cots, bedding and towels filled 
one end of the youth room. 

Posters and letters from parish school pupils decorated 
the walls and welcomed the men to the parish. One letter 
from a second grader read: 

Dear men, 

Don’t feel bad. God is with you and will help you find a home 
and food to eat. 

Before leaving at 6 a.m., each guest received $1, two 
bus tokens and a lunch. This was financed by the parish 
SVDP society and private donations, Johnston said. 

All of the volunteers contacted by the Southern Cross 
expressed enthusiasm for the project. 

Carl Smith wrote a four-page reflection of his overnight 
‘<watch’’ with the men. He perceived them as “‘down on 
their luck, but not down on themselves ... lonely and 
appreciative men, who only want to get on with their 
lives. I’m watching to be a part of their journey,’’ he 


~ wrote.

Men who sought shelter at these facilities were screened 
by Harris, a social worker at Heartland Human Relations 
Association. This process included formulating goals, 
such as job-hunting and working toward independent 
living. About half of the applicants were eligible, she said. 


These men signed a contract before being admitted to 
the facility. It forbids the use of drugs and alcohol and 
requires them to work toward their goals during the day. 
Harris said she monitored their progress by visiting them 
in the evenings, adding that only three of the 48 
participants were dismissed. 


Two of the men sheltered last week were Vietnam

Is there something else 
going on in your life that is putting a lot of pressure on 
you? Do you find yourself getting upset about a lot of 
little things? 


I would guess there is something or some group of 
things that has gotten you about ready to burst. If you 
are venting on your little sister it may be because she 
can’t fight back. 


Try to get a handle on what is bothering you and get 
some help with it. Talk to your folks, a school 
counselor or your youth minister about it. 


But even before you do all of that, let your sister 
know you realize how poorly you’ve been treating 
her. Apologize and tell her you love her. It sounds 
disgusting, but using the ‘‘L’’ word isimportant. We 
don’t hear it or say it nearly enough in the right 
context.

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Director to leave catechetical ministry

EL CENTRO — When Alicia 
Restrepo leaves her post as. director of 
Hispanic catechetical ministry in the 
Imperial Valley Aug. 1, she does so 
knowing that a flourishing leadership will 
continue the work she began four years 
ago. 

Restrepo said many leaders have been 
trained through the various educational 
programs she has directed, including the 
Catholic Hispanic Institute of California 
and Tercer Encuentro workshops. 

She described her co-workers as ‘‘very 
intelligent and open.”’ 

On May 31, Restrepo will bid farewell 
to the Imperial Valley community at a 
graduation ceremony for catechists in 
Holtville. Father Stephen McCall, vicar 


for education, will officiate at the 
celebration. 

Although she has enjoyed her work, 
Restrepo said she is a bit tired. She would 
like to spend some time living with her 
mother in Miami, Fla. 

The director would prefer that her 
successor not follow in her footsteps, but 
instead plot his own course. ‘“‘So many 
people here are qualified to take over this 
ministry,’’ she added. 

Some 400 persons from different social 
classes are involved in catechetical 
ministry programs in the Imperial Valley, 
she said. 

She added that the group has become a 
real community. 

She is especially proud of the popular 
Bible study classes she has conducted. 
The courses are taught in a way that 
enables everyone to understand the 


Bible’s message, she said. ‘‘Poor people 
are fortified with the power of the 
Gospel.”’ 

These Bible classes have helped 
Catholics in the Valley to stay strong in 
their faith and resist conversion efforts by 
other denominations, she added. 

The director’s office is also her home. 
This helps her maximize the time spent 
serving others, she said. ‘‘Sometimes 
people will call at 3 a.m. seeking help and 
I will tell them to come right over.’’ 

Restrepo has done pastoral work for 14 
years, most of this time with youth 
groups. Before moving to the Valley, she 
served two years as a volunteer in the 
diocesan Youth Office. 

A native of Colombia, Restrepo said 
she has studied Catholicism since she was 
5 years old. However, she did not become 
a religion educator until after the Second 


Vatican Council. 


The educational programs offered by 
her office have helped people living there 
begin the process of building Christian 
Base Communities, she said. 
Communities in Seely and Calipatria are 
among the leaders in this area, she added. 


She formerly directed a Spanish- 
language religious program on radio, 
called ‘‘Campeona,”’ in Bakersfield. 


She may also initiate a religious 
education radio program in Miami, she 
said, adding that she has a nephew 
working in diocesan communications 
there who is exploring this possibility. 


Meanwhile, she is working to complete 
a book in Spanish for California youth. 
The text will include details on how to 
build a youth community.

According to Canon Law, pastoral 
councils have only a consultative role. 
Such groups need to discern the 
movement and work of the Holy Spirit, 


Bishop Maher said. ‘‘We must separate — 


the will of God from our own self-will.’’ 

Parish council structure should be 
based on consensus rather than majority 
rule. Consensus means inclusion of the 
views of minority groups, Bishop Maher 
said. 

Mary Bixby, South Bay Deanery 
representative, said more training in the 
consultative role of parish councils is 
needed. Members need to understand 
that the pastor is the final decision-maker. 

“‘Most councils don’t have a sense of 
what it means to be pastoral,’ said Sister 
Joan Kobe, Sisters’ Council representa- 
tive. ‘‘We need to begin by looking at 
who we are serving.”’
